‘tHave we ever asked . ourselves 
what would be the position today of 
civilization, of freedom, of Canada, 
cf the British World Empire, if old 
England had not drawn her sword in 
defence of the liberties of the world? 
What pride must swell in the heart 
of everyone with British blood in his 
veins whén he recalls her self-sacri- 
fice, her indomitable spirit, her. cour- 
age, her unfailing determination’ to 
save the world from the grasp of a 
nation mad with lust for power.

complainingly, meeting her obliga- 
tions and endeavoring, in co-opera- 
tion with other nations, to find an 
enduring foundation for permanent 
world peace. Where can be’ found, in 
the annals of any other nation, so 
glorious a page as that which de- 
scribes Great Britain’s record during 
and since the Great War? And what 
is the duty towards her of the over- 
seas Dominions?

This is, I realize, a delicate question 
one which calls for careful consider- 
ation, but I venture the opinion
